THE CEREMONIES AT PORTSMOUTH. 


Portsmouta, N. H., AuGust 6TH. 

Tue Arctic relief vessels left Portsmouth harbor at 
five o’clock on the morning of Tuesday, August 5tb, 
in the inverse order of their arrival, the Alert getting 
first under way, followed by the Bear and then the 
Thetis. They had beautiful weather during the four 
days they were here, and their presence was one con- 
tinued scene of ovation. Aside from the official recog- 
nition they received, the people testified their approval 
as well as their curiosity by visiting the vessels of the 
fleet by the thousand. Boats big and little swarmed from 
off shore, bringing their freight of eager sight-seers; 
every yacht within sailing distanve of Portsmouth put 
in here; and among the curiosities of the harbor was a 
steam barge from Newburyport, which ran back and 
forth loaded with passengers, and bearing in large 
letters the legend, ‘‘ Newburyport is proud of her son” 
(Greely). With the endless flow of the visiting popu- 
lation and the constant succession of calls from the 
various officials and their friends in the fleet here, the 
time of the officers of the relief vessels was more than 
occupied, and their hospitality must have been taxed to 
the utmcst.. They bore the strain admirably, and, with 
an umiability that seemed exhaustless, responded to 
the ceaseless repetition of questions substantially the 
same. The Jack tars also had their innings, and I 
saw one group of eager cadets from the Naval Acade- 
my listening to the yarns, and examining the relics, of 
an old salt in the forecastle. 

The Arctic vessels arrived outside early Friday morn- 
ing, August 1st, having steamed slowly from St. Johns 
to accommodate the Alert, which is only a six—knot 
vessel. They were overhauled by the Aliance and given 
the official programme for their reception as follows: 


Official memorandum regarding the partic pation of the 
Naval Contingent in the reception of the Arctic Relief 
Ships. 

1, One of the vessels of this squadron will be detailed to cruise 
off the mouth of the harbor to obtain the earliest intelligence 
¢ the approach of the three relief ships, Thetis, Bear and 


lert. 

2. If on their approach their colors should be at half mast, they 
are to be signalled to masthead them. A copy of this memoran- 
dum will then be furnished to the commanding officers of each 
relief ship. 

8. The relief ships, accompanied by the look-out ship, will 
enter the harbor at 11 o’clock a. m.; the former taking up their 
berths at discretion on the outer limits of Pepperell Cove to 
eo Seeeees of the flagship, the latter taking her previous 

erth. 

4. The ships lying in the Roads will be dressed with the 
National colors at each masthead, and Sanday colors at the 


peak. 

5. As the relief ships near the anchorage, the rigging of all the 
ships in the Roads will be manned, and the crew of each ship 
will give three cheers as the relief ships pass. 

6. No persons will be allowed to go on board the relief ships, 
except the relatives of Lieutenant Greely and of the survivors of 
his party, until further notice. 

7. Immediately after anchoring, the Commanders of the 
Thetis, Bear and Alert will repair on board the Tennessee, and 
pay their respects to the Hon. the Secretary of the Navy, and 
the Commander in-Chief of the North Atlantic Station. The 
Officers of the relief ships will follow in boats provided by the 
@quadron. 

8. When these officers return to their ships, the Hon. Secretary 
and the Commander-in-Chief will visit the Thetis, Bear and Alert, 
and inspect them. 

9. After the visits arrangements will be completed for partici- 

tion im the parade and reception given by the citizens of 

ortemouth. 

10. The tamilies of the officers of the relief ships will be received

U.S. Flagship Tennessee, Portsmouth 

Harbor, July 29th, 1884. 


The morning train to Portsmouth brought Gen. Hazen 
and Mrs. Hazen, with Mrs. Greely and Mrs, Coffin, 
Mrs. Hunt and Mrs. Taunt, wives of officers of the re- 
lief vessels. Mrs. Schley had previously arrived, and 
Was staying at the Navy-yard. The train due at eleven 
was a little late, and it was noon or after before the 
party embarked in a steam cutter to go aboard the Jen- 
nessee and await the arrival of the Relief Ships. The 
principal officers of the fleet had gathered on the Zen - 
nesses, where were also the Secretary of the Navy, that 


special friend of the Service, Mr. Richelieu Robinson, 
M. C., and his daughters, and a large party of ladies. 
Mrs. Greely received the best position from which to 
see the vessels as they entered. Their topmasts could 
just be seen above the neck of land which separates the 
harbor froma the sea. About one o’clock they came 
steaming around it, first the Thetis, next the Bear, and 
then the Alré. As they drew near, the yards were 
manned, according to programme, and cheers given. 
Ne salutes were fired. Next, Mrs. Greely was escorted 
to the gangway by Secretary Chandler and embarked 
in the Captain’s gig with her brother to board the Thetis. 
As the little boat tossed upon the water, every eye fol- 
lowed it eagerly, and every heart stood still at the 
thought of the meeting between that husband and wife 
so long separated, so cruelly tried by the experience of 
hope deferred and so nearly abandonedi—now so hap- 
pily united, and followed in their happiness by the 
sympathies of a nation. 

But here the veil falls, and the enterprising reporter 
of the Associated Press who described the interview 
between husband and wife simply drew upon his imagi- 
nation for the account of a scene upon which no one 
should have been allowed to obtrude and upon which, 
asa matter of fact, no one did obtrude. As soon as 
Mrs. Greely was seen approaching the Thetis, Captain 
Schley told Greely he had better sit down in his, the 
Captain’s, cabin. The servants were sent on deck, 
whither the officers below had preceded them, no such 
suggestion being needed in theircase. Giving Mrs. 
Greely his arm, Captain Schley escorted her to the com- 
panion-way, and told her to go below and turn to the 
left, and she would find her husband. 

As Mrs. Greely may be assumed to remember her hus- 
band’s name, even if he has been gone three years, it is 
obvious that, whatever she may have said, she did not 
exclaim, as that reporter represented her as doing, 
“Arthur, Arthur, home!” 

Soon after Mrs.-Greely left the Tennessee, Secretary 
Chandler and General Hazen followed her, for an offi- 
cial visit to the Thetis, and extended their congratula- 
tions and compliments to the officers and men of the 
relief vessels for the efficient service they had rendered. 
Next, the Tennessee was visited by Captain Schley and 
Chief Engineer Melville of the Thetis, Captain Coffin of 
the Alert, and Captain Emory of the Bear. They were 
greeted like long lost brouhers by their old friends 
among the naval officers there, and Schley, Coffin 
Hunt, and Taunt had the additional happiness of a 
domestic greeting from their wives, who had come to 
meet them. All of the officers trom the Arctic appeared 
to be in the most ru health, as though the naviga- 
tion of Polar Seas agreed with them in spite of its 
hardships. 

What these hardships were are shown by the fact 
that Captain Schley was compelled at times to spend 
twenty or twenty one hours on a stretch in the crow’s- 
nest at the masthead of his vessel, watching like a hawk 
for every indication of an opening in theice. He sifted 
out from the fleet of whalers the two or three which 
showed the best indications of enterprise in searching 
for Greely. He stood by these as closely as possible, 
watching to take every advantage of their knowledge of 
Arctic navigation, and iu the end beat them at their 
own craft. Again and again the Thetis and the Bear 
were sent at full speed against the ice floes, to force a 
passage, the determination being to risk the loss of one 
or more of the vessels rather than to take any chance of 
failure in the object of the expedition. Ice blasting 
was found of no use. In whatever way the charge of 
gun-cotion was used, the result was the same: blowing 
out a well in the thick ice a few feet in diameter, but 
leaving the mass unshaken. The impression is that 
gunpowder would have had a greater effect than gun- 
cotton ; but as it is clear that no explosive used in this 
way accomplishes anything, the question is immaterial. 
In a single instance, a charge put under the stern of the 
Alert did prove of some use by clearing away the ice 
sufficiently to allow her screw to work; but the same 
result would have followed a little waiting to allow the 
ice to move. The only way was to follow the shore ice 
and take advantage of its movement with the tide, and 
breaking up intervening floes by butting them with the 
force of the ship’s momentum, at full speed. The ice 
can be broken up in this way to some extent, where it 
has not yet frozen too thick—say 12 to 14 inches—or 
where it is much thicker, but has become soft and 


spongy. 

It is pleasant to see the cordial feeling existing among 
the officers of the relief vessels, who are like a band of 
brothers together. Capt. Schley is enthusiastic in praise 
of his subordinates, and tells me that there was not a 
single case of discipline during the entire voyage. The 
Bear, under Lieut. Emory, was as responsive to his 
will as if he had direct command of her. To each and 





every order addressed to her commander came the im- 


mediate and cheerful response, “Aye, aye, sir!” 
Whatever he was asked to do Lieut. Emory did at 
once, to the best of his ability, and without question. 
In Lieut. Sebree, Capt. Schley bad a most efficient ex- 
ecutive, and each and every officer did his duty so well 
that if there is any distinction between them it was only 
in the opportunities that offered to show their ability 
and zeal. Melville was simply invaluable. He rever 
drew any line of limitation for his duties, as is shown 
by the fact that when the bodies of the dead were 
brought aboard it was his hands that reverently pre- 
pared them for preservation, stripping them of their 
Arctic clothing and wrapping them in swaddling 
clothes, passed around them layer upon layer, after the 
fashion of an Egyptian mummy. But the services of 
his several officers will be set forth by Capt. Schley in 
his report, aud we may be sure, from the generous 
nature of the mau, that nothing will be lacking of their 
just praise. 

Great regret is expressed by naval officers that no 
men of seafaring experience were included in Greely’s 
party. For months they camped within some twenty 
miles of the Greenland shore, where food and succor 
were to be found, with two boats at their command, 
but unable to accomplish the which, it is be- 
lieved, would have been practicable for sailors. 

After the party on the Zennessee had broken up, and 
the officers scattered to their several ships, the remain- 
der of the day and Saturday and Sunday were occupied 
in receiving and paying visits. Lieut. Greely was car- 
ried, with Mrs. Greely, to the house of Admiral Wells, 
at the Navy-yard, and the other survivors were removed 
to the hospital there, and put under the skilful ch 
of Dr. OC. J. Cleborne, Medical Inspector, U. 8. N. 
Sentries, or rather orderlies with side arms only, were 
detailed to protect the buildings from intrusion, and the 
rule was enforced so strictly that even the Secretary of 
the Navy was forbidden entrance by an orderly who 
did not know him. 

THE NAVAL REVIEW ON MONDAY. 


Monday was Portsmouth’s great day, and the city put 
forth her best efforts to meet the occasion and th2 op- 
portunity. The parade included five divisions. First 
eame the naval and military division. Next was a 
division consisting of carriages containing the Secretary 
of the Navy, officers of the Navy, survivors of the 
Greely Expedition, officers of the relief vessels, the 
Governor of New Ham and staff, ex-Governors, 
Portsmoutk City Government and invited guests. 
Among those last were ex-Secretary Robeson, Senator 
Hale and Representatives Randall, Morse and Robin- 
son. The Governor and his staff had the head of the 
line, but this was evidently not in accordance with Mr. 
Chandler’s ideas of precedence, since at a convenient 
opportunity, while the line halted, the carriage con- 
taining the Secretary and Admirals Wells and Luce was 
seen to push its way to the front, and take the right of 
the line. 

The other divisions consisted of Kuight Templars, 
Grand Army Posts, and the Portsmouth Light Artillery, 
Col. T. E. O Marvin and fire companies. The organi- 
zation of the naval division was in accordance with the 
order which follows. Rear Admiral Clark H. Wells 
commandant of the Navy-yard, was in command, and 
assigned Commander Farquhar as his second, in imme- 
diate command.

Greely, whom he described as a sad-eyed student 
of exploration and travel. He said the thanks of the 
pation were due to Queen Victoria for her gift of the 
Alert. As to polar expeditions, Gen. Butler said he 
thought Americans would never rest until the North 
Pole was reached. He thought a party ought to be sent 
to the Arctic to stay and advance slowly, establishing 
supply depots as they moved. The North Pole be- 
longed to the United States, he said, and he predicted 
that their territory would soon embrace the entire West- 
ern hemisphere—poles and all. In closing, he said that 
all Americans needed to enable them to realize all their 
possibilities was a thorough knowledge of their govern- 
ment. The meeting closed at eleven o’clock. 

During the last week various festivities have occu- 
pied the attention of the naval officers. Foilowing the 
hop given Tuesday of last week by Admiral Wells and 
the officers of the Yard, came the Saturday night hop at 
the Wentworth, and Tuesday the Farmer’s Ciub gave a 
hop at the Farragut House at Rye Beach. The young 
ladies have been fairly bewildered at the attentions they 
have been receiving, and are correspondingly miserable 
at the sudden dearth of epaulets, gold luce and buttons. 
In the case of some of their admirers they are singing 
the hymn: 

Ob that will be joyfal, joyiul, joyful, 
When we meet to part no more. 

Three young ladies visiting the Tennessee on Tuesday 
upset their boat and were precipitated into the water. 
Instantly a dozen or twenty of the men were overboard 
after them, and they were fished out with no more 
damage than a thorough wetting and as complete a 
tright. They were stimulated a bit, wrapped in blank- 
ets, and, after being set out into the sun to dry, sent 
ashore, looking in their blankets like so n.any Indian 
squaws in their regalia. Another young lady who vis- 
ited the 7’hetis when the sea was a little rough, so that 
it was difficult to get aboard, fainted as soon as she 
reached the deck, and had to becarried aboard her boat 
after being revive! under the attentions of Capt. 
Schley and Drs. Nash of the Alertand Moore of the 
Portsmouth. 


There wasa vomplete clearing out of Portsmouth 
Harbor, so far as naval vessels are concerned, following 
the proceedings of Monday. Tuesday, Secretary 
Chandler gathered a party on board of the 7al/apoosa, 
which included Gen. Butler, Mr. Randall and other 
officials, with many Navy officers and their families, 
and steamed around to Cape Ann to visit Gen. Butler’s 
place, returning the same night. The vessels of the 
practice squadron, with the naval cadets, started on 
their cruise down the coast to Chesapeake Bay. The 
Portsmouth and the Jamestown started to complete 
their summer cruise, the Portsmouth leaving for Prov- 
incetown, Wednesday, and the vessels of the North 
Atlantic squadron going to sea the same day, under 
orders to rendezvous at Newport, where President 
Arthur is expected the last week in August, and the 
School of;Application is to receive a big boom. They got 
under way at 10 o’clock on the morning of Wednesday, 
day, August 6th, and stood out of Portsmouth Harbor, 
followed by the 7'allapoosa with the Secretary of the 
Navy and Commodore English on board. Off the Isle 
of Shoals the squadron went through various evolu- 
tions in the presence of the Secretary, who flagged a 
message to Admiral Luce from the Zallapoosa, com- 
plimenting the vessels and thanking the officers and 
men of the squadron for the efficient aid they had 
rendered in making the reception of Greely a success. 
Secretary Chandler afterwards went aboard the Ports- 
mouth, which was standing out to sea under sail, and 
witnessed some evolutions of that vessel under sail. lt 
is long since any vessel at sea has been boarded by a 
Secretary of the Navy under such circumstances, if, 
indeed, the event is not wholly novel. Commodore 
English accompanied the Secretary.

THE OBREMONIES AT NEW YORK. 


When it had been determined that the dead of the 
Arctic Expedition should be brought to New York, 
Major General Hancock issued the following General 
Order, covering all the details arranged for the recep- 
tion:

Orders have been received from the Hon, Secretary of War 
and the Headquarters of the Army, directing that the dead of 
Lieutenant Greely's Arctic Expedition be received at G.vernor’s 
Island, N. ¥.,a0d there held until the wishes of the frieuds of 
the deceased are ascertained. They are expected to arrive in 
New York Harbor on board the reliet ships Thetis and Bear at 
about 11 4. Mm. on Thureday, the 7th instant. 

Toe folluwing ceremonies will be observed upon their arrival: 

A salute of twenty-one guns will be fred from Castle Williams 
as the ships are approaching 

The budies will be conveyed from the ships to the Island by the 
Navy. During the transter, and until tue building is reached in 
which they are to be deposited, minute guns will be fired irom 
Castie Williams. 

Tne bodies will be received at Governor's Island by the Major 
General commanding and Staff, and an escort to consist of ail 
available troups from posts in the harbor, 

Each casket will be placed by iteelf upon an artillery caisson, 
the escort presenting arms, and the band playing a dirge as it is 
received,

Upon arrival at the hospital the bodies will be placed in the 
east ward, and a yuard, under command of 8 commissioned offi- 
cer, mounted over them, which will be maintaived until they 
are taken from the Islaud.

‘he hospita' will be draped in black, the drums of the escort 
covered with black, and all officers on duty at Governor's I-iand 
wiil wear the usual badge of moarning until the bodies are sent 
to their destination. Tue colors of all arms of the service at the 
Division and Department Headquarters will be placed in the room 
contaiping tue budies, 

Toe Medical Director of the Division will be present at the re 
ception, and wiil take measures to preserve the identity of the 
caskets, furnish receipt, if required, to the officer in cbarge ot 
them. see that they are properly deposited in the post hospital 
and delivered to such persons as may be designated in orders 
from these headquarters to receive them, will cbtain from the 
Board of Health the necessary permits for the bodies to pass 
through New York City to euch destipation as may be ordered, 
and from the Buard of Health of Brooklyn tor such as are to pass 
through that city for interment in the Cypress Hills Natioval 
Cemetery, and, generally, have charge of all sapiiary matters 
Periaining to the bodies irom the time of their arrival at Gover- 
nor’s Isiand until the final departure. 

The Chiet Quartermaster of the Division will take charge of 
all matters o: transportation. A detachment of uuarmed men 
will be directed to report to him and receive the bodies, and he 
will see to their being placed upon the caissovs, and to their re- 
moval therefrom after their arrival at the hospital.

The hospital ,building, .where the remains where to 


be deposited until removed from Governor's Island, 
was appropriately draped in mourning, with flags, Na- 
tional and regimental, etc., placed in suitable positions. 
In the centre of the ward designated for the bodies to 
be placed was a large platform, covered with black 
cloth, on which the caskets will rest. Officers aud 
troops, ete., were allin readiness, and General Han- 
cock and his officers left nothing undone to do honor to 
the lamented dead. 

The Secretary of War and Gen. Sheridan with his 
staff visited Gen. Hancock at Governor’s Island on 
Thursday, the day original'y fixed for the reception of 
the Arctic dead but postponed until Friday on account 
of the delay, by reason of fogs, of the Arctic veasels. 
A salute was fired on their arrival, and the band of the 
5th U. 8. Artillery adde1 to the interest of the occasion. 
They passed a few pleasant hours on the Island and then 
returned to New York. 

It was arranged that the naval participation should 
be substantially as follows: 

Commodore Fillebrown, accompanied by Captain Kirkland 
and Commander Watson, will leave the Government docks 
by ten o'clock in order to be at the Battery in good time. 
The Commodore and his subordinates are to go on the steam 
tug Catalps. This vessel will receive the bodies from the 
Thetis and Bear and deliver them over to General Hancock. 
The order of sailing to Governor's Island will be : 

1. The steam tug Catalpa, with the bodiee. 

2. General Hancock's barge. 

8. Commodore Fillebrown's barge. 

4. Steam launch Dispatch. 

5. Steam launch Minuesota. 

The flotilla will be under command of Lieutenant-Com- 
mander R. D. Hitchcock, United States Navy. 

Friday dawned fair and propitious. The Arctic ves 
sels had been signalled off Fire Island about 6 P m. the 
evening before, and on Friday morning the exercises 
were carried out, in the manner already described, 
with the utmost success, and in the presence of an ex- 
traordinary assemblaye of military, naval and civilian 
officials, and « vast throng of sympathizing citizens. 
Lieutenant General Sheridan and bis staff, Eecretary 
Lincolo, General Hancock and bis staff, Genera! Hazen, 
a full representation of the officers from the Navy-yard 
aud the vessels and Forts formed a most impressive 
gathering, and all the ceremonies were well worthy ef 
the august occasion. 

The funeral ceremonies over the remains of Sergeant 
W. 8. Jewell, which were taken directly from Ports 
n.outh to Lisbon, N. H., occurred at the latter place on 
Thursday afternoon. Business was entirely suspended. 
The coftin in which the body of the deceased lay and 
the pulpit of the church were draped in American flags. 
There were also pumerous beautifu! floral offerings 
When the benediction had been pronounced the re- 
mains were taken in charge by Col. Emery Post, G. A. 
R., and conveyed to the cemetery, where the interment 
occurred. 

We may here add that preliminary exercises were 
held at Portsmouth, and, in conveyivg the remains to 
the station, eight seamen of the Hear, dressed in white 
suits. walked as pall bearers, and the marine guard of 
the Navy yard, under command of Lieut. Col. Broome, 
acted as escort, while Secretary Chandler and Sergeant 
Jewell’s brother, Adml. Wells and other officers from 
the Yard, accompanied the remains on the sidewalk. 
The services were conducted by Rev. Dr. Lambert, a 
clergyman weil known to the Navy through his long 
connection with it as chaplain. 

Lieut. Greely has been tendered the use of a house 
on Seavey’s Island, Portsmouth, N. H., Navy Yard, 
and will occupy it for the rest of the summer, with his 
family. It will be fitted up by the Government. His 
reception at Newburyport is fixed for Aug. 14. 





A Pioneer ] ress reporter represents Lieut. Garling 
ton as saying that Mr. Kent’s letter to General Hazen 
was that of a warm personal friend. written, however, 
without his (Garlington’s) solicitation or knowledge. 
He added, in reference to the wreck of the Proteus, and 
to Secretary Chandler's criticisms: ‘Now, see how un- 
just it is. There I was with 35 men and rations for 30 
days. Icached 550 rations for Greely’s use at Cape 
Sabine, and then started to find the Yantic or any 
other vessel I could, in order to save the lives of my 
own party. Now, suppose 1 had waited forthe Yantic, 
in what earthly way would that have bettered mat- 
ters ?—instead of 140 men there would have been 165, 
and aone of the other conditions would have been 
changed. In the light of subsequent even‘s I regret 
deeply that the honorable Secretaries of War and the 
Navy did not agree to my telegraphed communication. 
I reached St. John’s Sept. 12th, and immediately tele- 
graphed asking permission to buy or charter a sealer 
and push back into Smith’s Sound as far as possible. 
Lieut. John Colwell would have commanded the ship 
proper, and my idea was to regularly enlist a crew of 
sailurs—not to have volunteers—or others not wholly 
amenable to the United States authority. The Bear 
was on the coast of Labrador, and could have been se- 
cured, sc could the Weptune or some other vessel which 
could have been hurriedly strengthened. I telegraphed 
that the success of the plan was problematical, and so 
it was, but Colwell and myself were exceedingly anx- 
ious to try it, and were deeply disappointed when de- 
nied the privilege. As you remember, Melville pro- 
posed a plan very similar, but his, too, was vetoed. As 
I said, in the light of subsequent events I really feel that 
we might have rescued the whole of the brave party. 

‘Then there is the talk about Greely’s crossing 
Smith’s Sound to Littleton Island. He had abandoned 
his boats, you know, but one drifted down to him, and 
the critics think he should have ferried himseif and 
party over. You have seen the Missouri River 
break up. How would you like to cross it during the 
process? Well, imagine an Arctic Sound instead of an 
inland stream. I want to bear trioute to Junior Lieut. 
John Colwell, U. 8. N., who was with me. I don’t 
know what I should have done without him. He is 
brave and judicious, and his technical and practical 





knowledge is limitless,”

459, The lieutenants of the instruction batteries shall be re- 
newed and replaced by others, May 1, every alternate year. Tue 
regimental commanders will forward, in due season, to the Adjt. 
Gev. of the Army, their recommendations for these transfers. 
The details for instruction will, as far as practicable, be made ip 
order of rank, by the roster—frst, from the von-graduates of the 
Military Academy who have not ‘served at the Artillery School, 
and, secondly, from graduates of the academy who have not served 
at the school, From these rules may be excepted regimental 
staff officers, lieutenants serving with hight batteries, and lieu- 
tevanta who happen to be in permanent commend of batteries. 

475, For the purpose of diff :sing inatruction, the lientenante «cf 
the five artillery regiments will be passed through the school ot 
light artillery in their respective regiments, eo that no jieutenant 
will be in that school more than two years at any one tour, 
From this rule may bee ted lieut ts in command of bat- 
teries the captains of which are indefinitely absent, and regi- 
mental staff officers, Regimental commanders will, in due ses- 
son to carry out this arrangement, report to the Adjutant General 
ot the Army the names of officers who should be transferred to 
the light batteries. These transfers will be made to take effect 
October 1 of each year. 

476. The tour of service of captains with light or. mounted bat- 
teries ot artiliery shall be tour years, commencing with Jan. 1, 
1883. Regimental commanders will, as occasion requires, nomi- 
nate to the Adjutant General, as is now done in the detail of lieu- 
tenants, the captains to replace those whose tours of duty with 
the light batteries; are about te expire. To avoid complaints of 
irjusuce having been done in the seiection, and that tue instruc- 
tiun in regiments may be as unitorm as practicable, the regi- 
mental roster for the detail of captains shall commence with the 
senior captain eligible for detail, and continue downwards until 
all the captains shall have had instructions ag such in command 
ot light batteries, when it will again commence with the senior 
captain. Those captains who have recently been ia command of 
light batteries for four years or longer will not be regarded as 
eligible for detajl until all the other captains of the regiment 
have had a tour of duty in command of the light batteries.

Jao, Peru, July 5th, 1884, sends the following’: The 
glorious Fourth was a beantiful sunshiny day, and at eight 
o'clock in the morning Callao harbor put on its festal garb; 
ships of all nations were decorated, even the many old buiks 

ian American fieg flying from what was left of their 
maiomast. Birthdays, accessions, and coronations of the 
crowned heads of Europe have lately been more or less cvle- 
brated here; but yesterday, there was a display of enthusiasm 
that eclipsed all recent events and made glad the heart of 
every one of UncleSam’s children. 

At noon the Lackawanna, Almirante Cochrane, and Flavio 
Gioia saluted ahd soon afterwards a reception began on. 
board of the Lackawanna, which lasted until dark. It was 
given by the officers of the United States vessels in port and 
was & great success. The ship was profusely decorated with 
flags and flowers, the latter being especially abundant, as all 
the shore friends of the officers stripped their gardens—even 
the Sisters of Mercy of Guadalupe Hospital, remembering 
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_A string band of fourteen pieces furnished music for dan- 
cing and the many Peruvian #4 other pretty girls were 
tripping thé light fantastic thé afternoon, while their 
elders enjoyed watching them and the regatta, and visiting 
the well-spread table in the ward room.

The turning boats were placed in 
seven fathoms of water, and, ef course, with the strong tide 
and wind, drifted more or less, which made the results a 
source of surprise to all. However, it is much easier to 
criticise afterwards than to arrange beforehand, and every 
oné congratulated the com:nittee, who had spent a great 
deal of time over the arrangements. 


Advices of July 9, 1884, from Callao, Peru, report that 
Rear-Admiral Upshur arrived at Callao, accompanied by his 
staff, on July 7, and hoisted his flag on board the Lacka- 
wanna, Found in port the Chilian armor-clads Cochrane 
and Huasear and the unarmored corvette O'Higgins; the 
British unarmored vessels. Sappho and Satellite, and the 
Italian corvette Flavio Gioja. On hoisting the flag the usual 
international courtesies were observed. 

The Wachusett and Iroqnois were in port. The Shenan- 
doah wasto have left Coquimbo for Callao on July 7, and 
should be there in the course of a few days. Our flag not 
having been shown on board any of our national vessels for 
about eight years in the waters of Australia and the more 
remote Pacific Island, he would despatch the Iroquois to those 
points, with directions to rejom him at Valparaiso not later 
then Jan. 1 next. 

Expected to leave Callao early in August with the Lacka- 
wanna and Wachusett for Payta. Would await there the 
arrival of the Hartford, sending the Wachusett as far north 
as Babia to visit different points on the Coast of Eouador, 
and keeping the Shenandoah at Callao during his absence, 
Health of the squadron is excellent. 








FROM THE ASIATIC STATION. 


Rear Admiral Davis reports from Chin Kiang, China, June 
14, 1884, as follows: During the stay of the Enterprise at 
Hankow, calls were exchanged with his Excellency Pieu- 
paon-te, the Viceroy. 
On Jane 9, Minister Young and myself, accompanied-by 
the U. 8. Consul Capt. Barker, and a number of officers, from 
the ship visiied His Excellency and were received with a sa- 
Inte, guard of honor and the same cordiality which has been 
extended to us on all similar occasions. At the roquest of 
the Viceroy the berth of the Enterprise was shifted tne next 
morning « short distance up the river to opposite Wanchu 
where his Excellency resides. This: request was made by him 
because he never visits Hankow without the permission of 
the Emperor. His Excellency came on board that morning 
accompanied by a large suite of officials. Yards were man- 
ned upon bis arrival and departure, and a salute of nineteen 
vs fired Seed his landing. During his visit the men were 
rilied at different exercises and « torpedo fired. There is no 
douUt that he was much pleased and highly gratified at the 
attention shown him, The display on shore during 
the visit was exceptionally fine. Battle flags were 
displayed on all the forts, as well as in aline along the 
river, and abreast of the ship a regiment of soldiers .noumber- 
ing at least eight hundred was drawn up. While His Excel- 
lency was passing up and down the river, the forts, several 
water batteries, and the troops, were continually saluting. 
One of the forts returned our salute, and when the Enterprise 
paesed by on her going out, which was on the departure of 
the Viceroy, this fort fired another salute of nineteen guns 
which was returned. 
We arrived at Kin Kiang on June 11, where we received 
carda from the Tao-tai with the information that he was sick 
and unable to call; our cards werereturned. Leaving Kin 
Kiang the following morning we arrived at Chin Kiang on 
June 18. 
The Viceroy at Nanking having communicated through 
our Consul, Mr. Smithers, at Chinking, his inability to re- 
ceive Minister Young ana myself owing to severe illness, the 
Enterprise continued on down the river passing off Nanking 
two Chinese and one Japanese man-of-war at anchor, the 
latter bearing the flag of Rear Admiral Matsumuna which 
was saluted by the Enterprise. The salute was returned. 
The Palos has relieved the Mcnocacy at Canton, and the 
latter vessel has probably arrived at Shanghai. The Juniata 
relieved the Alert there, and the latter vessel arrived at Naga- 
saki on June 23, on her way to Korea. Upon her arriyal there 
the Trenton will go to Nagasaki. The Enterprise. will go to 
Shanghai where Minister Young will leave her, haying com- 
pleted his tour. I shall thea go to Nagasaki in her, taking 
the Juniata with me. 
Pr iy Essex will pail for home probably about the middle of 
y.

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STEEL GUN FACTCRIES. 


Tue treatise of Lieut. W. H. Jaques, U.S. N., on 
the establishment of steel gun factories in the United 
States, which we spoke of in the Journar of Aug. 2 as 
forming No. 31 of the U. 8S. Naval Institute Proceed- 
ings, is a volume of about 380 pages, including the 
copious and valuable index, and illustrated with 78 
plates. In form it isa running commentary upon the 
Gun Foundry Board Report; or, this report serves as 
the thread for connecting a vast degree of information 
relating to it, and fortifying or illustrating its conclu 
sions. Thus not only isa specitic argument presented 
for the establishment of a steel gun factory in this 
country, but a hand book is given to the manufacture 
of modern ordnance. 

After the general :ntroduction, the chapters succes- 
sively take up England, France, Germany, Russia, the 
United States, the plant for the manufacture of guns, a 
general summary of the Gun Foundry Board, and the 
conclusions reached. 

The introduction consists of the discussions in the 
47th Congress which resulted in appointing the Foundry 
Board, and these in general have already been made 
known to our readers. Then comes the overture made 
to American manufacturers, the conclusion from which 
was thet “none of the desired information could be ob- 
tained from our manufacturers, because of their lack of 
experience on this subject,” and that ‘‘the call by the 
Act of Congress for the cost of all buildings, tools and 
implements -for the manufacture of the heaviest guns 
could be answered only by information and experience 
obtained from abroad, as no such tools ur implements 
have been manufactured, or are in use in the United 
States.” 

The statement of what the Board saw in Europe 
practically makes a reference book, as we have said, for 
modern ordnance. It is declared that ‘*to-day all au- 
thorities concur thet steel, Aemogeneous meta’, is the 
best material for ordnance; breech-loading is universally 
accepted, and Sir Joseph Whitworth may yet live to 
see the polygonal system of rifling adopted as the most 
economical, durable, simple and effective.” In the re— 
marks upon English factories we find the following

Under the head of material, we are told in this trea- 
tise that all authorities concur that steel, superimposed 
in layers over an inner barrel, is the best material for 
ordnance, and the preponderatiog testimony favors its 
manufaciure by the open hearth process. This is not 
due to any objection to crucible steel, which has hereto- 
fore been used for all gun tubes, but because the results 
of the open hearth process are equally satisfactory 
aud cheaper. Even those who insist on retaining cru- 
cible steel for tubes are willing to adopt the open 
hearth steel for jackets and hoops. There is a differ- 
ence of opinion as to the mode of manufacture of the 
hoops and jackets. All agree that small hoops should 
be rolled after having beeu forged into a ring shape 
from a cast ingot; but for larger hvops and jackets itis 
recommended by some that they should be cast hollow 
and then forged, and by others that they should be cut 
from a solid ingot and forged; while still another au- 
thority thinks that houps and jackets of large size 
should be bored out of the solid after forging. 

The breech loading system for cannon is now advo- 
cated by all the authorities in England, and its privci- 
pal advantages are summarized as follows: It permits 
the projectile to be of the greatest possible diameter, 
secures accuracy of fit, and the best means of the ap- 
plication of the expanding material to take the rifling. 
Auy sparks remaining in the bore can be easily and 
surely removed, thereby preventing a not uousual 
source of danger. Any injuty to the vent can be 
readily repaired in the movable breech piece. The 
gun can be more rapidly fired, and the fouling of the 
bore does not interfere with the loading. There is no 
danger of double shotting. The bore can be more 
readily inspected and any weakness more easily disco- 

vered. And, above all, breech loading permits in- 
creased length of guns for use on board ship, and pro- 
vides greater protection for the gunners. 

There has been much discussion, it is added, as to 
whether the slotted screw fermeture is more liable to 
be disabled by projectiles than the wedge. Both are 
much, and apparently equally, exposed when open 
for loading, but are somewhat protected by the breech 
hoops. The wedge system has the advantage of hav- 

ing been t2sted in sorvice, and a just comparison 
cannot be made until the slotted screw has had as 
thorough an opportunity to prove its fitness. 

Of course much is said in regard to the wire system 

of construction, and its advantages are put down as 

follows:

On the other hand, however, increased length of guns, neces- 
mury for great range, and permitted by the acceptance of bresch- 
loading and the use of hydraulic carriages, requires a large steel- 
forging plant for the manufacture of the interior tube and tor the 
jacket by which lengitudiual strength is obtained. No system of 
longitudinal winding has yet been found satisfactory, and great 
difficulty is still experienced in providing a suitable machine for 
applying the wire. 

Culonel Crispin, U. 8. A., in his report of 18820n “ European 
Ordnance and Manufactures, ” has, in copies of ietters patent, de- 
scribed and given dra vings of the apparatas employed by Sir 
Wm. Armstrong for that purpose. It uas not proved adequate, 
aud while the wire system of construction undoubtedly posseases 
great merit, it has uot yet paseed the experimental stage. The

AUTUMNAL MANCEUVRES. 

Generar E. L. Motinzvux, whose interest 10 the in- 
struction of the citizen soldiers of the country is so well 
known, and who has suggested so many excellent plans 
for militia improvement, writes us on the subject of 
mobilizing troops of the Regular Army and of the 
National Guard for combined manceuvres. 

He starts with the well known fact that nations pos— 
sessing large standing armies make a system of what 
are generally termed autumn manceuvres, for the better 
instruction of officers and men. For our Army such a 
system is ympracticable, owing to its small size and ite 
scattered condition on frontier and guard duty at the 
various stations and posts. It is the exceptional case 
when a full regiment is found together, and as for a 
brigade, ‘‘ that,” says General Molineux, ‘‘ has not been 
seen since 1865, although I believe a skeleton brigade 
was once formed for the purpose of drill during the 
concentration of troops in Washington at the time of 
the electoral count preceding President Hayes’s in- 
auguration.” Thus, as far as the Regular Army is 
concerned, many of the younger officers have never had 
a proper opportunity to gain experience in the move- 
ments of large bodies of troops, and have had to confize 
their practice on this subject to black-boards, strategos, 
or kriegspiel. As tothe National Guard of the differ- 
ent States, the military duty which it is called upon to 
perform is at best only an incident in the lives of its 
members. Nevertheless, by reason of the easy concen- 
tration of its battalions, the officers and men composing 
its ranks have facilities for at least executing battalion 
and brigade exercises. Advantage has been taken of 
this to some extent, as the last few years have shown, 
in the division camps of Pennsylvania and the encamp- 
ments by brigade in Massachusetts and Connecticut, 
and during the present year in Ohio and New Jersey. 
New York has judiciously labored for the past three 
years in instructing her Guard by means of battalion 
camps. 

General Molineux advances the proposition that at 
a comparatively slight expense and by a concert of ac- 
tion between the War Department and the Adjutant 
Generals of the States, a mobilizing of regulars, engi- 
geers, marines, and National Guardsmen could be 
effected for field manceuvres, and that great advantage 
would be derived therefrom—not only advantage to 
Officers of the Army, but more especially to the rank 
and file of the State militia.

MILITARY TROPHIES. 


Tae late General Benham, Corps of Engineers, U. 

8. A., collected during his long Army service some‘ 
very interesting trophies and curious specimens of arm, 
many of which have been deposited by his son, Lieut. 

Benham, 2d U. 8. Infantry, in the Museum of the 

Military Service Lastitution at Governor's Island. 

The collection comprises the sword of a Crusader, 
with its long blade engraved in arabesque pattern; a 
pair of iron basket hilted Scottish claymores of the 
clan Stuart (1700); several trophies of the Mexican 
War, 1846-8, among which may be mentioned a short 
sword taken from the first pmsoner at Buena Vista; an 
Escopeta or short rifle, two lances, spurs and horse 
pistols captured from Mexican lancers in the same en- 
gagement. 

The war in West Virginia is recalled by some fine 
specimens of small arms, powder horns and flasks 
captured from ex-Secretary Floyd’s Chief of Staff and 
others at Carrick’s Ford and Carnifex Ferry in 1861. 
Petersburg and Richmond are represented by Enfield 
and ‘‘ Tower” muskets and a Swiss Yager. There are 
pieces of the flag of Fort Pulaski at the surrender to the 
United States in 1862, and some murderous looking 
bowie-knives of the same period and Confederate origin. 
A beautiful sabre of Toledo, with the Spanish arms 
forming part of the guard, and a silver-mounted 
‘*Solinger,” are also noted. With these are many 
smaller but equally interesting relics. 

Another contribution to the rapidly increasing collec- 
tion of the Institution is a trophy of Chapultepec—a 
fine straight sword, made in Spain during the reign of 
Charles IIL, with the name of that sovereign embossed 
on one side of the blade, acd that of the dragoon regi- 
ment to which it belonged, and the date, ‘‘ 1776,” when 
it was forged. This was captured by a Massachusetts 
officer during the war with Mexico, 1847. ; 








THE CAVALRY EQUIPMENT BOARD. 


Tse Cavalry Eyuipment Board which has been in- 
vestigating the general subject of Cavalry equipage for 
the past five months, with a view of improving it, sub- 
mitted its report to Lieutenant General Sheridan on 
Monday lust. The report is a very long and exhaust - 
ive document. It has been prepared with a great deal 
of care, and embraces every conceivable branch of the 
subject. The Board received and considered the views 
of mavy Cavalry officers whose experience and judg- 
ment might presumably be of service in reaching con- 
clusions. The result of the labors of the Board isa pon- 
derous report which will occupy considerable of the Lt. 

General’s time toread carefully, and 1t will be some time, 
therefore, before the exact recommendations it contains 
are definitely known. The public has been kept in- 

formed from time to time of the doings of the board, so 
that the subjects treated of in the report are pretty gen- 

erally known.

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A SHORTAGE has been discovered in the accounts of , ¢ 
Passed Assistant Paymaster McDaniels, of the receiving 
ship St. Louis, at League Island, to the extent of $2,000 
or $3,000, clothing and cash. The defalcation is 
charged against. pay clerk Wallace, who was granted 
leave on the 8th of July, and has not since turned 
up. A court of isquiry will investigate all the circum- 
stances of the case. It will turn out that officers have 
been in the habit of signing their names as witnesses to 
the receipt of money and clothing by enlisted men 
without seeing or having knowledge of the issues or 
payments. P. A. Paymaster McDaniels has been de- 
tached and ordered fo‘ settlé his accounts. 

No court has been ordered. A board investigated 
the.facts, upon application of McDaniels. Wallace was 
his clerk ; has been a pay clerk some years. It is re- 

’ ported to the Department that he has been arrested by 
the, civil authorities at Philadelphia, and-bail of $3,000 
demanded. It is not known whether he has been. 
bailed or not. He is habig to trial by court-martial as 
a deserter and embezzler. 











GengeaL Sueginan has receutly been,giving atten- 
tion to mounted officers of the Army, and has.directed 
division commanders to cause the. most rigid enforce- 
meant of; the regulation prescribing that officers whose 
duties require them to be mounted shall own their own 
horses.

Tue House members of the Ordnance Committee, Con- 
gresmen Randal], Abram S. Hewitt, J. M. Barns, Thomas

ter Phelps, arrived in New York on Monday and took quar- 
ters at the Fifth Avenue Hotel. Subsequently they held 
conferences with the Senate Committee, General Hawley 
Chairman. On Tuesday Mr. Hiscock, of the Senate Committee, 
in respovse to an inquiry as to the line of investigation, said: 
‘Ia view of the growing importance of the questions in- 
volved in ordoance supply, of the deep interest taken there- 
in by the Navy Department and the Ordnance Bureau of 
the War Department, and of the desire on the part of steel 
producers to demonstrate their ability to meet all possible 
requirements, this committee is convened to give authori- 
tative utterance to what can be ascertained about the steel- 
producing capacity of the country for ship armor and forti- 
fications. It is not a joint committee; but as the Senate 
and House seek the same information, and appointed com- 
mittees for the same purpose, we decided to work jointly. 
Our plans are not yet defined. This was our first meeting. 
Mr. Randall and Mr. Crisp will be here Wednesday, and 
then we shall probably decide what to do. We feel, how- 
ever, that the matter is urgent, and whether we may now 
sit continuously or not I have no doubt we shall arrange for 
meetings zo that it will be possible for each committee to 
report early in the coming session; perhaps on the first 
day. We hope that by reaching conc'nsions together we 
may presentthe matter to the two bodies with such foros 
as to commend it to early and favorable consideration,” 
On W. dnesday Mr. Roach appeared before the Committeo. 
Letters from prominent steel manufacturers were read and 
discussed, and the two committees endeavored to suggest 
plans by which they can work together. Two will go to 
California, to visit the steel manufacturers of that State, witha 
view to the ultimate protection of the Pacific coast. ‘‘There 
is no doubt,” said Gen. Hawley, “that auything sve require 
can be made in this country.

A Lonpon despatch, referring to the recent arrival there 
of Henry M, Stanley, the explorer, says that when Mr, Stan- 
ley’s advent was announced preparations were undertaken 
by nearly all the scientific bodies of England to give him the 
warmest kind of welcome. But, unfortunately for himeelf, 
the moment he reached England he “ opened his mouth,” 
He ridiculed the alarms which had been raised concerning 
Gen, Gordon, and from the abundance of his knowledge of 
the Soudan showed that Gordon was safe, master of the 
situation at Khartoum, and in perfect control of several 
available avenues of escape should flight be made necessary. 
Mr. Stanley made it quite plain that the Geveroment must 
all along have known the actual facts concerning Gen. Gor- 
don's situation, and that the English hubbub about the 
whole affair was absurd. All this, coming from such an 
authority as Stanley, took the conceit out of the Tories, who 
have fcr several weeks past made their political livelihocd 
out of ‘the Government's ungrateful desertion of Gordon.” 
In revenge the Tories have completely dropped Stanley, and 
they ignore him as completely as they would a dynamiter, 
On the other hand, the Liberals have assumed a monopoly 
of Stanley, and are industrionsly using him to prove-the 
wisdom of their party's Soudan policy and the ridiculousness 
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Tennessee, at Lake Minnetonka, August 13 and. 14, 
have been perfected, and aie as follows: Ou Wednesday 
morning, Aug. 18, at 10 o'clock, there will be a business 
meeting, In the afternoon there will be an excursion on 
the lake and a lunch at Lake Park hotel.

CAVALKY EQUIPMENT BOARD. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal ; 


Now that the report of the Cavalry Equipment 
Boar« is in, we hope soon to see many changes of bene 
fit to the Service. We want a better carbine—one 
shooting the rifle cartridge ; if not, a percentage ought 
to be allowed. The novice knows the better results to 
be obtained from the heavier charge of powder, flatter 
trajectory, greater accuracy ; and this alone should re- 
quire an allowance. The figures of merit of cavalry 
regiments should discard those of troops who have been 
absent, in the field, for over ove month in targe® prac- 
tice season; and the same for posts. Regiments of 
cavalry should be compared among themselves, and not 
with the whole Army. Cavalry duties at posts should 
be well defined. All men should be obliged to groom 
their own horses. Drills and ceremonies of cavalry 
should be mounted and tbe assimilating with infantry 
avoided. It is questionable about the pistol. More 
rows are created by it and more whiskey bought, than 
foes killed. The sabre is most useful for the riding- 
school drill, and should be kept for that purpose. Judg- 
ing from the various views of officers at my post in 
answer to questions sent by the Board, it would seem 
anim bility to satisfy every one; but we hope at 
least for a better carbine and Loot than we now have. 
This alone would be an immense improvement.

WHO RAISED THE FIRST FLAG?

PUROHASES FROM SUBSISTENCE DEPARTMENT. 
Fort Crate, New Mexico, July 19, 1884. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


This letter is written to present a real grievance, not an 
imaginary one. As long as the Government supplies him 
with luxuries at whol prices, it is doubtful if any feir- 
minded soldier objects to contributing a trifle towards pay- 
ing for the transportation of said luxuries, and that ten per 
cent. petition is a first-class —— of straining at a gnat 
and swallowing acamel. All the signers must have known 
that the soldier generally pays one hundred per cent. more 
than - Government price when he buys a can of fruit or 
tables, , 
n order to purchase what the Subsistence Department has 
for sale, the enlisted man must put in an order, which must 
be signed by his company and post commanders. The order 
must be sent in before retreat, and by 10 or 11 o'clock the 
following day the man can go to the Comm’ssary Sergeant 
and ask for the articles. A council of post-traders could not 
devise a better plan for coaxing the men over to the bar- 
room. The post-trader keeps canned fruits, vegetables, etc., 
which he selis at a big profic, and the average soldier buys 
from the store, paying double or treble price, rather than 
wait for permission to purchase from the Subsistence De- 


partment. 

lf this humbug answered any useful purpose, it would be 
excusable, but it is a nuisance pure and simple, and causes 
men to buy bad whiskey when they would prefer to spend 
their money on somethivg else. Probably two-thirds of our 
enlisted men fet rid of their money as soon as porsible after 
receiving it from the paymaster. If they can’t buy what 
they want, they buy what they can get, and there is no room 
for doubt that pay-day drunkennesa would be perce 
decreased if it was not such a terrible job to bay a box of 
blacking from the Subsistence Department. 

The object of all these restrictions is to prevent crooked- 
ness on the part of the Co Sergeant ; but he would 
certainly be a poor stick if he had not sense enough to put in 
d orders to cover his sales, As these orders fail of

ENSIGN FOULK’S REPORT FROM KOREA. 


LEGATION OF THE UNITED STaTEs, | 
Sgoun, Kora, June 10, 1884, } 


Hon. Wm. E. Chandler, Secretary of the Navy: 


Sir: I have the honor to report that in obedience to the 
order of the Navy Department, dated Nov. 1, 1883, I was de- 
tached from the U. 8S. steamer T'renton on June 1, and on 
June 2 accompanied Min-Yong-Ik, the late Embassador from 
Korea to the United States, to the Korean Capital. On June 
51 reported tothe Hon. Lucius H. Foote, United States 
Minister, for duty as naval attaché, to the Legation of the 
United States at Seoul, under instructions from the Navy 
Department. 

The U. 8. 8. Trenton having arrived off Chemulpo, 
(Inchun), Korea on May 31, the Korean Minister and his 
suite left the ship finally on the same date under a salute of 
fifteen guns. On the arrival of the Trenton, a national salute 
of twenty-one guns was fired, to which the Koreans replied 
gun for gun, tbis being the first salute of an entering vessel 
ever replied to by the Korean anthorities; in anticipation of 
the entrance of the Trenton into Chemulpo, the Korean 
Minister had by letter sent from the Mediterranean made ar- 
rapgements for returning salutes. 

The Korean Minister and suite, upon leaving the Treuton, 
took up their quarters, temporarily, on shore at Chemulpo 
where a large number of people from the Capital was col- 
lected to we!come them. On the following day, Jane 2, the 
late Minister, his Secretary and myself, in a procession of 
about 200 persons, were carried in chairs to the Capital, 
twenty-eight miles distant. Parties of people from the 
Capital frequently joined us, and by the time the River Han 
four miles from the Capita), was reached the party had 
swelled to about 600. Here the Minister was met by a large 
number of officers and other people from Seoul, and a special 
guard of soldiers despatched by the King. In all respects 
the reception of the party was mcst happy and enthusiastic. 
Since their return the Minis‘ er, Min-Yonog-Ik, and bis Seore- 
tary, Soh Kwang Pom, originally a chamberlain to the King, 
have been given additional offices in the Government, and 
both are officials of much prominence and influence. 

I have beard from mavy Korean officers expressions of the 
bigh cogent held for the United States by the Korean Gov- 
ernment and people, and in this connection reference is most 
commonly made to the generous invitation of our Govern- 
ment by which the Minister, Min-Yonog-Ik, and suite were 
enabled to return home via Europe gn the Trenton.

Those familiar with the thoroughness of detail with which 
Lieut. Totten handled the subject of the ‘‘ War Game,” will 
neei no assurance as tothe care with which he has now 
entered an arena where so many others have come to grief, and 
a perusal of the volume* we now bave under review cannot 
but convince them that President Barnard, his special oppo- 
nent in this now national subject, has an adversary well 
equipped with solid shot.

If, as the 
author thinks, he has actually rediscovered the secret of the 
“Doryphorus” of Polycletus, there is no reason why modern 
art should not rival Grecian and Egyptian statuary. Me- 
trology is defined by Lieut. Totten as the “Science of round 
numbers, just measures, and of perfect weights,” and he 
argues that metrology itself is this veritable ‘‘Universal 
Science,”. whose cosmic units, once understood, and abso- 
lutely determined, will unlock the treasuries of all the sub- 
ordinate branches of human knowledge. 

It is out of the question to fully review the subjects treat- 
ed inthe work. Knough, however, has been said to show 
its scope, and the great interest which surrounds the treat- 
ment. Thcse who were #9 interested in “Ragnarok” will 
find in this volume no ‘‘drift,” but a systematically laid se- 
ries of stratified arguments that will well repay them for 
their exploration. 

In conclusion we may remark, that if pyramid students of 
Professor Smyth's persuasion shall find in this volume one of 
their strongest works since the advent of ‘‘Our Inheritance;” 
if Freemasons shall study it with growing interest as a tres- 
tle board covered with the solutions of ancient problems of 
deep concern; if metric philosophers shail recognize in it an 
ad 


lovers of Cabalistic lore shall hail it as a rich treasure for 
their own libraries, it is still to be remembered that it is not 
at all addressed to them in particular, but rather to the 
whole English people, who include all of these minor classes. 
It is particularly addressed to that wide and comprehensive 
class of earnest men in every walk of life who are ali equal 
inheritors of everythi: g that shall be shown to be truly and 
grandly Anglo-Saxon. , 


The Life-Saving Service Division of the Treasury Depart- 
ment has issued the ‘ Revised Regulations of the Life-Sav- 
ing Service for 1884,” a volume of 150 pages, designed for 
the guidance of ofticers and crews of stations in the service. 

Captain Edward Maguire, Corps of Engineers, U.S. A., 
has prepared a compact and useful hand-book on “‘ The At- 
tack and Defence of Coast Fortifications.” Oaptain Maguire 
lays no claim to originality, but has compiled the book from 
various sources, and chiefly from an article by a captain in 
the Austrian navy. There are naturally two principal divi- 
sions—the hostile means of attack and the means of defence. 
Under the former the author gives a condensed description 
of the varieties of vessels which constitute a modern navy, 
with diagrams illustrating their characteristics. Then the 
operations of 4 fleet against coast-fortifications are detailed 
~—bombardment, blockade, and the attack by sea. Under the 
second division movable, stationary, aad accessory coast de- 
fences are described, including chapters on armored aud un- 
armored forts and batteries, torpedoes and submarine mines, 
There is a concluding chapter, accompanied by a map, illus- 
trating the modern methods of coast-defence by the German 
fortifications at Wilhelmshaven and the mouth of tbe Weser 
and of the Elbe. 

The Magazine of American History for August contains 
an interesting and graphic account by 8. W. D. North of the 
series of efforts to secure the erection of the stately monnu- 
ment of granite and limestone which now marks the spot 
where the Revolutionary battle of Oriskany was fought 
August 6, 1777, and where the gallant General Nicholas Her- 
kimer and many other gqeieate gave their lives for their 
country. The Continental Congress on the 4th of October, 
1777, passed a resolution to erect the monument, but its 
sap in those days could not keep pace with its patriotism. 

1883, however—one hundred and six years afterward—the 
monument was erected, as the inscription upon it shows, 
“by grateful dwellers in the Mohawk Valley, under the di- 
rection of the Oneida Historical Society aided by the Na- 
tional Government and the State of New York.” There is 
also a valuable paper by Professor W. Allan on Pope’s Cam- 
prign in Northern Virginia. Some original letters from 

ilton, Burr, Adams, and others, interesting Notes and 
Queries, a list of the Historical Societies of the country, 
and various treasures in the several departments, complete 
the number. 

_Mr. Andrew Carnegie, in his “ Round the World,” which 
his publishers (Charies Scribner's Sons, New York,) have 
put in a very attractive dress, shows, as he had done in 
“An American Four-in-Hand in Britain,” that books of travel 
still have power to please, if written bythose who know how 
to tell their story. India, Japan and Ohina have certainly

THE STATE TROOPS. | 


THE NEW YORK STATE CAMP OF 1884. 


Asa success for the main body of the Nationa] Guard 
(the Infantry) the camp just concluded reaches far beyond 
what had been achieved at Peekskill in the two previous 
years, and beyond what was expected when it was opened. 
The whole Guard has now been at the camp, and although 
naturally the troops have differed in the degree of their 
progress, from different causes, (and many of them are far 
from efficient), yet the tour has left its stamp of improve- 
ment in every-case, and even the most inferior organization 
shows its good effect, in a better military spirit and im- 
proved soldierly habits on duty. 

The State uniform has now been universally adopted, im- 
practical, gaudy, unserviceable militia uni’orms have disap- 
peared, and the State has gained an important point by be- 
ing able to produce a body of men whose uniform, dress 
and equipment, and general appearance are certain to in- 
spire immediate respect and a feeling that they mean busi- 
ness. That the increased favor with which the Service uni- 
form is now looked at by the regiments is largely due to the 
practical results obtained with it at the camp is not to be 
denied. 

This year’s work has removed any merely experimental 
character from the camp, and un annual encampment is now 
regarded as a necessity to the New York troops just as it was 
once looked upon as ruinous to them. Much of this success 
is due to the judicious handliog of the affair by the authori- 
ties, and their liberality in making it comfortable and ac- 
ceptable to all concerned. This year’s experience seems to 
have determined the system under which the maximum 
benefit can be derived, and if the three years’ experience 
now at the back of the troops is judiciously used, we can 
next year have a camp which will take its place as the model 
for State troops of the entire country. 

The principal feature just now worthy of notice was the 
experiment with the separate companies. This was a prob- 
lem which had puzzled the authorities for a long while, and 
the usefulness of the “‘country” organizations, although 
generally well drilled as companies, was regarded as doubt- 
ful. This camp has shown that under proper and judicious 
instruction they can be readily formed into efficient regimen- 
tal organizations, ready for service at a moment's notice. 
Their rapid improvement and effective consolidation have 
not only shown that the National Guard can furnish officers 
equal to the occasion, but it has also demonstrated the 
wisdom of having under the new system special in- 
struction in the different departments given at 
the camp. It has demonstrated the fallacy of the old plan 
of allowing a few rut-travelling colonels to carry out a Jot of 
superannuated armory ideae in the camp for a week. The 
Quartermaster’s and Supply Departments have afforded their 
officers opportunities to gain ideas and information which 
will be of value in time of need, and the systematic man- 
ner in which their records have beep kept secures their per- 
petuation for the benefit of the State. By good judgment 
on the part of the State staff in regulating their presence at 
the camp, the former complaints on that ground were not 
repeated, and a better feeling was preserved. Rifle practice 
was conducted so as to give the minimum interference with 
the regular duties of the camp, and much hard feeling on 
this score was thereby obviated. The commissariat was con- 
ducted with the usual efficiency, the food was abundant, 
healthful, and of ample variety. Under all these circum- 
stances the camp has given great satisfaction to all concerned. 

What is wanted now is a libera] allowance by the State 
Legislature to purchase the grounds and carry out the in- 
struction on a more extensive scale. A permanent battery 
of heavy guns should be built, and many other additions 
could be made, with a proper appropriation. The brigade 
encampment which is advocated by many is good in princi- 
ple, but has its disadvantages, of which one of the most 
serious is that individual instruction, the basis on which all 
military proficiency rests, would have to be neglected to a 
certain extent. We should certainly then have finer oppor- 
tunities for reviews in masses, changes of front by battalions, 
and tests of the relative proficiency of our brigadier-generals 
in tactical skill; but the unit—tke private soldier on guard, 
on picket, on the skirmish line—would be overlooked, and 
when perfection of detail is absolutely necessary for success 
we should find that our time had been wasted in a mass of 
glittering generalities. Who could contradict the fact that a 
tyro in the New York camp, under the system of Porter and 
Ward, learned more in his week's tour than he could in a year 
under the system of reviews en masse before high dignitaries, 
as pursued in some of our neighboring States? What we want 
is a system of instruction of brigade staff officers; and it is 
important for the next emcampment to devise a plan to 
bring this to a successful consummation. Probably two 
small regiments under a brigade commander would answer 
the purpose; but matters should be arranged so that indi- 
vidual instruction of the rank and file could go on in the 
same manuer as 20w. No men who have not mastered the 
rudiments of their profession should be sent to camp, and 
no qualification firings should be permitted. The firing 
rhould be confiaed to skirmish, volley and file, and for this 
ample opportunity should be furnished. Above all, adju- 
tants should be able to judge abont the correctness of all 
reports, and make them out themselves, as well as look after 
the pay rolls, and assure themselves of their correctness. It 
may be difficult to get a regiment, after serving its regular 
tour at the camp, to turn out at a later date for muster and 
inspection; still, it is not judicious to continue the present 





system of having that event take place while incamp. A 
number of men come up for one day, to appear at the in- 
spection, draw their pay and rations from the State, and 
give no equivalent. The true system is that of the majority 
of the separate companies, in which every man comes into 
camp on the first day and remains untilthe last. This was a 
part of the secret of their success. Of course the dissatis- 
fied and selfish employer is an important elemeut in this 
question, but his obstinacy should be reduced to the mini- 
mum by judicious management. The necessity of instruct- 
ing officers in their own duties as well as inthe manner of 
imparting instruction to their ivferiors was never more 
plainly demonstrated than here, aad as a remedy the idea of 
the “special instructor” should be taken up, and discussichs 
on military topics as developed (during the tours of the two 
provisional regiments should be introduced generally into 
the National Guard. We understand this has already been 
done by Col. Porter in the 224 Regiment. Officers should 
be able to handle their weapons with ease and familiarity, 
and to drill and instruct their commands in the proper way. 
With every point in detail looked after carefully in the arm- 
ories and the camp put under a system which will give the 
maximum instruction during the short period of ite dura- 
tion, we could svon produce a force of State infantry equal 
to any emergency and to any volunteered troops in the 
world. What can be made of raw material under judicious 
guidance no regiment has shown better than the 69th. 

The closing week of the camp was given over to the so- 
called light battaries of the State, with the best iatentions 
on the part of the authorities, and with every facility for in- 
struction put at their disposal. The experiment, we must 
say, turned out a failure. Seven “batteries” marched up 
the bill on Saturday, July 26, and seven “batteries” march- 
ed down the hill on Saturday, Aug. 2, and this comprises 
the history of the artillery camp. If, however, the non- 
performance of the “light brigade” has opened the eyes of 
the authorities to the fact, which has been stated in these 
columns several times duriog the last three years, that 
light artillery from its very nature can never form an efficient 
part of a body of our State troops under their present or- 
ganization, and that under the present circumstances these 
organizations are just so many white elephants on the 
hands of the State, then the money expended during the 
closing week of the camp has been put to a good purpose.

THE ARTILLERY AT PEEKSKILL. 

Tae summer encampment of the New York State troops at 
Peekskill came to aclose on last Saturday. The season’s 
work by the militia will be followed up by the eucampment 
of the 12th Regiment, Aug. 11th, at Fort Wadsworth, in the 
Narrows, for practice with the heavy guns. 

The last week at Peekskill was devoted entirely to the 
Light Artillery, the command consisting of seven batteries 
of the State troops under the command of Captain L. L.

The batteries were nearly all fall, and over ninety per cent. 
of the members present, making a very good showing for 
the enthusiasm of the Artillery of the National Guard, and 
giving fair promise for the future efficiency of such asit may 
be thought best to retain under its present organization. 
The presence of the Regulars was a marked and novel fea- 
ture in the militia encampment, and one that within the rec 
ollection of the writer would have been regarded’with wonder, 
if not astonishment. That such things are becoming quite 
common is regarded by him as one of the healthiest signs of 
the times—-the good derived from the juxtaposition of the 
regulars and militia on duty being by no means confined en- 
tirely to the latter. The presence of a regular Light Bat- 
tery, fully equipped with horses, pieces, caissons, battery 
wagon, forge, baggage wagons and camp equipage compiete, 
and pulling into camp after a three-days’ march, was, to say 
the least, if not instructive, an interesting sight to a new 
generation of men, while it awakened in the breasts of many 
old ‘‘yolunteer” recollections, perhaps both painful and glo- 
tious. The work laid out for the week in camp was seriously 
interfered with by almost daily rains; notwithetanding 
which the very full programme was fairly gone through 
witb, much of the hard luck in the matter << weather fall- 
ing upon the Inspector General’s Department, as the troops, 
like old soldiers, seemed to care little for therain, One 
battery did all of its target practice in a driving storm, whick 
at times entirely obscured the target. 
The Gatling Batteries seemed to be best up in their work, 
as was naturally to have been expected, being isas depend- 
ent on trained horses and the equipment of a light battery, 
which are very expensive to maintain, and without which 
it would seem to be impossible to keep them in a state of 
practical efficiency.
